Buffalos To Be Sold At Wainwright 

The rapid growth of the national 
herd of buffalo in Buffalo National 
Park, Wainwright Alberta, forces] 
the government to seek other means 
of reducing the herds to proportions 
that are within the grazing capacity 
of the park, than that of shipping 
them to the wood bison range in the 
vicinity of Fort Smith. It has been 
decided to dispose of an additional 
2,000 animals on the ho'fif, by ten¬ 
der, the understanding being that 
any animals bo purchaced will he 
slaughtered and the meat and hides] 
disposed of by sale on the puhlicl 
markets. Last summer 1,634 buff¬ 
alo were successfully transported by 
the Canadian National Railways to 
the northern range in the North¬ 
west Territores, but this depletion 
of the herd was offset by the an¬ 
nual increase.

The Canadian Legion 

Charter of Incorporation Hat Bean l 
Granted By Letter* Patent 
| Letters patent Incorporating “The 
Canadian Legion of the British Em¬ 
pire Service League” have been issued 
.by the secretary of state, according to 
an announcement sent out by legion 
| headquarters. Through the charter 
of lucorporation the legion is em¬ 
powered to “establish, organize and 
.regulate provincial, district and local 
bodies or commands and branches, ln 
i onvenlen^centres throughout Canada 
iand elsewhere,” and to establish, 
parallel organizations to be known as 
ladies’ auxiliaries. 

i The charter of incorporation gives 
j legal effect to the work of the unifica¬ 
tion that has been proceeding among 
Canadian veterans’ organizations since 
the visit of Field Marshal Earl Haig, 
grand president pf the British Empire 
Service League, to Canada last year. 

The original iptention of the legion 
was to seek a royal charter by special 
act of parliament, but the dissolution' 
of parliament made it necdSsary to 
alter this proposal. Application then 
was made for a charter under the 
Companies Act.
